Governor Dole took the omnibus municipal bill home with 


him yesterday and gave it careful consideration, going over 
in detail the many points of inconsistency, and. the objections 
which were raised to it by the members of the council. It was 
announced last evening that he had decided to veto the meas- 
ure, owing entirely to what he considers the unconstitutional 
features.

It was stated as well that the Governor was considering, 


seriously the extension of the session, for five days, so that the 
bill may be made legal in all its provisions. This will mean the 
recasting of the bill, so as to take out of it many of the purely 
technical amendments put in by the Senate, as well as the 
alterations which affect some of the most important points of 
the measure. 


Speaker Beckley said that he had heard rumors to this ef- 


fect, and was inclined to believe that the results would be 
along these lines. He said further that he was informed that 
there would be a rest of two weeks before the convening of the 
special session for the appropriation bills. 


THE HOUSE.

A Channel From 
Pearl Harbor to 


Deep Water. 


The dredging of the channel at Pearl 


Harbor has been nearly completed. 
On Saturday night the announcement 
was made that the entire channel be- 
tween the loch and the sea bad been 
dredged to a width of 200 feet, and 
that all that remains to be done now; 
la to clear away certain lumps lit the 
bottpm of the channel. There is not, 
so far as can be learned, a great 
amount of this work remaining .to be 
done, and the finishing up. of what la 
left will be all that is required to 
complete the harbor.' As the channel 
is now. In most places the required' 
depth of thirty feet, of water has been 
secured, but a number of spots btfll 
remain where the depth Is only twenty 
feet, and it IB these lumps that must 
be cleared away. 


The completion of Pearl Harbor en- 


trance will mark a long step forward 
in the commercial progress of Honolulu 
anfl the Territory. AUd It is a work 
that .has been completed, practically, 
in three months. The task of dredging 
the channel was begun by the Him 
of Clark & Henry, of Stockton, Cal- 
ifornia, about seven months ago. That' 
firm failed in the performance of Its 
contract, and three months ago the 
contract was taken over by Cotton 
Brothers, and now, with even ordinary 
good weather.

There is a big naval 
reservation on the shores of the Bast 
Loch, and the plans for the whravea 
there and for all the buildings that go 
to make a first class naval station 
have all been prepared by the .engi- 
neers and accepted by the officers of 
the Department which It Is expected 
will begin work at once upon the 
opening of (the channel. 


The importance of Honolulu as a 


stopping place on the way to America's 
empire In Asia, and its strategic im- 
portance, especially in view of the 
building of the Panama canal, make 
it certain that this city is to be a' great 
future center of Naval activity, and 
the natural seat for that activity will 
be at Pearl Harbor.

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CONSTRUCTION OF BISHOP WILL 


(From Saturday's Daily.) 


Judge De Bolt heard the petition yes- 


terday of the Trustees of the Bishop 
Estate asking for a construction of the 
B. P. Bishop Will. The point raised is 
rather a novel one. The original will 
grants to the trustees "full power to 
lease or sell any portion of my real 
estate, and to re-Invest the proceeds 
and the balance of my estate to real 
estate or to such other manner as to 
iny said trustees may" seem best" 


A codicil to the will, dated a year 


later, adds to the above powers, as fol- 
lows: 
' "I give unto the trustees named to 
«ny -will the most ample power to sell 
aad dispose of any, lands or other por- 
tion of my estate, and to exchange 
land* and otherwise dispose of 
same;- and to- purchase land and to 
take leases- of land whenever they 
think, It expedient, and generally to 
make such investment as they consider 
best'"' It Is further provided that the 
trustees ehall "manage" the estate In- 
stead of selling It "unless in their opin- 
ion a sale may be necessary for the 
establishment, or" maintenance of saw 
(Kanrehameha) sch&ols, or for the best 
Interest of my estate/' 
The trustees own several thousand 


acres east of the city and in common 
•with nearly a hundred other owners of 
land at Palolo and Kaimuki are ex- 
tremely desirous of getting the Rapid 
Transit Company to extend Its system 
along the Waialae road to the creat of 
the hill mauka of Diamond Head, and 
nave offered to build the track if the

"Moreover, the provision of section 


43 that such-'cases shall be tried by 
police justices "without the interven- 
tion of a jury" affects in certain classes 
of such cases the rights, of parties to a 
trial by jury to> the extent of depriving 
them of such rights except upon ap- 
peal." 


A second objection is to the power 


given cities to take private property, 
both within and without the city, for 
public use, which the Governor thinks 
unwise, as the cities would not exercise 
the same discretion outside of their 
jurisdiction as within the city. As the 
right would be used more especially In 
the acquisition of cemeteries, the Gov- 
ernor thinks it improper. 
Governor 


Dole says in conclusion: 


"The extension to this power to prop- 


4erty outside of city limits Is, to my 
opinion, dangerous, mischievous, and 
unnecessary. 


MUST BE TERRITORIAL DOCK. 
"Section 86 requires thai the Territo- 


rial authorities transfer the control of 
such wharves and docks as may be to 
their possession within the limits of 
any city to the authorities thereof. 


"This is contrary to tftie provisions 


tot. sectidn 89 of the Organic Act, which, 
provides that wiarves and landings 
constructed or controlled by the Re- 
public of Hawaii "shall remain 'under 
the control of the government of the 
Territory Of Hawaii, which shall re- 
ceive and enjoy all revenues derived 
therefrom.'

TOO MUCH LOAN POWEIL 


"The 
provision of the Organic Act to 


relation to the borrowing powers of the 
several territorial governments is con- 
tained to section 55 and is to part as- 
follows: 
thorized 


'Nor shall any debt be au- 
to be contracted by or on 


or municipal corporation or subdivision 
thereof except to pay the interest upon 
the existing Indebtedness, to suppress 
Insurrection or to provide for the com- 
mon defense, except that in addition 
to any indebtedness created for such 
purposes, the Legislature may author- 
ize loans by the Territory or any sub- 
division thereof for the erection of 
public improvements, subject to the 
limitation of one per cent of the as- 
sessed value of taxable property to the 
Territory or subdivision thereof, for 
annual loans and the three per cent 
limitation for the aggregate indebted- 
ness by such divisions, and further 
subject to the approval of the Presi- 
dent. 


"There seems to be no valid reason 


for construing this provision to mean 
that while the Territory is limited to 
its borrowing powers, the Legislature 
may authorize loans by a city without 
limit except as provided in the Organic 
Act 


"Section 74 gives a city the power to 


lease and grant for any 'term of years 
to any person or persons, company or 
corporation, 'the exclusive right to 
construct and maintain a system of 
water works to supply said city with 
water ' 


' It Is a serious matter to give a city 


the power to grant rights of this Char- 
acter without limit a* to time, but when 
ouch rights are exclusive as weQ as 
unlimited a* to time, the provision Is 
most alarming 


"Under this power the Supervisors 


might deliver their city to be bound 
hand and foot by a water monopoly 
Which could be secured In it* privileges

Mosquitoes undoubtedly' 
treed to some extent in these places 
anfi homes in ihe.Viclnitr of 'such 
places Are no doubt Infested with moff- 
quitoes from, that source but a study 
of the, JBUbJect of breeding places wjU 
disckwe the fact that the taro-patehes 
and rice fields, are only partly re- 


. sppnslble; for the conditions here. 
I 
never in my life passed so nncomfort- 
able a night as I did on these Islands 
seven miles away, from the nearest 
taro patch or rice field. The source 
of. the mosquitoes proved to be a rain 
water barrel and a tank for storing 
water in close proximity to the house. 
The places for the most part respon- 
sible for the abundance of -this pest 
are pools, swampy places (such as are 
found in abandoned taro patches and 
rice fields) barrels.watertanks.wayside 
ditches, open flewers, cisterns, wells,

methods are more or less successfu 
In obtaining- individual relief bat in no 
manner lessen the number or remove 
tbe source of the nuisance. The com- 
munity as a whole receives no benefit 
because one man is fortunate enough 
to be able to screen his house. A few 
.Individuals here and there have di- 
rected their efforts Against the lar- 
vae by the use of coal oil but this la 
of little Importance wnen a neighbor 
can breed enough in a neglected oil- 
tin or a tub under a' wfcter-taj) to 
make it uncomfortable for the whole 
neighborhood. A real estate man can- 
not be forced to. remove from his prop- 
erty a nuisance"' that unfits It for reg- 


., Idential purposes. A city cannot be 


forced to make the place more com- 
fortable to tbe citizens and more at- 
tiacUve to the visitors but certainly 
the Board of Health'Has'the power to 
compel a man who Is not anxious to 
promote the interest and welfare of 
bis community to remove from hip 
property a nuisance and, since we 
have the dreaded yellow fever, mos- 
quito here, a constant source of dan- 
ger to health. ~ 


In reviewing the life history of the 
mosquito it is evident, that the effort 
to exterminate the pest must be di- 
rected against tha breeding places. 
Let the war-cry be "No standing 'wa- 
ter." 
Overlook no breeding places, 


however, small, ev,en to' toe empty 
tomato-can on tbe rubbish heap. 
The most effectual way to destroy 


a breeding place la to fill it np, this re- 
--moving the place as a .source of mos- 


quitoes at once and for «U time. The 
next best thing, providing,the place is 
too large to fill or the material for 
filling is. not at hand, is to drain It 
out 
The larvae and eggs cannot 


stand .thorough drying and in toe fu- 
ture the place cannot act as a breed- 
ing place with tbe absence of water. 
If it is not feasible to either fill or. 
drain tb» >breadlQg place then two 
more methorts remain; (1) the coal 
oil treatment on the surface or if for 
any reason that cannot be done (a 
trough naed for watering stock for ex- 
ample), (2) tbe Introduction of fish 
known to be feeders on the yoang of 
mosquitoes. 


Tie coal otl method, widely Under- 


stood, consists of applying to the stir- 
face of water in the breeding places 
a sufficient amount of coal 
oil 
to 


spread evenly over the aortace. The 
manner in whica this Is effective In 
destroying tbe young mosquitoes will 
be pointed out In the iQastraUotts to 
follow.

I have 
seen it on the top of Mt Tantalus as 
well as at the other elevations be- 
tween that point and the beach at 
Waildkl. 


Among the fish we have here the 


gold fish and the oopu are known by 
Investigation to feed on the larvae of 
mosquitoes. In answer to a letter of 
inquiry in regard to the fishes we have 
here feeding on the young of mosqui- 
toes and the .feasibility of Introducing 
the tojr-mlnnowv Dr. -Jordam, President 
of Stanford University, replies under 
date of Jan. 21; "The only fishes that 
you. have which feed upon mosquitoes 
in the small ponds, are the different 
kinds of gobies locally known as oopu, 
and. tbe gold fish. The different spe- 
cies of oopu are found in all 
the 
streams, but whether they feed on the 
larvae or not must be determined by 
dissection. 
'' 


"The top-minnows are entirely un- 


represented in Hawaii. 
They 


very easily transported, being 
tremely hardy. There are, however, 
none of them In California, and they 
would have to be brought either from 
the Mississippi Valley, or from Mex- 
ico. The best species for your pur- 
pose could be found In the streams of 
Central Mexico, but it would be a lit- 
tle costly to send a man down to get 
them. Next to these, I would, recom- 
mend trying the Gulf states or Flo- 
rids,

."These fish belong'to the family of 


Poeclllidae, and there are many spe- 
cies, nearly all American.. The single 
Japanese • species is common in rice 
ditches in the extreme South of Japan 
and probably feeds on larvae." 


The Introduction of insectivorous 


bats has been suggested as.a means 
of lessening the number of mosqui- 
toes. Mr. Wm, A. Bryan, curator of 
ornithology at Bishop Museum and 
inspector of Birds and Animate for 
Hawaii says, speaking of tbe intro- 
duction of bats; "Vesperngo, the com- 
monest of the British bats, is found 
about old buildings, In creeks, rocks, 
etc. Its food la said to be gnats (mos- 
quitoes). It "will readily eat meat in 
oaptislty and become*' a nuisance in 
houses. I would not advise the:pro- 
miscous introduction and liberation of 
any specie* without previous study of 
its habits here In" connnement1'. 


We have in the £ousea here two 


species of «p!ders and a'lizard, com- 
monly called "swifts", .that prey on 
thes adult mosquitoes.

adult* should be destroyed anywhere 
and everywhere possible, -the effort of 
destruction should be directed against 
the larvae fai doing »way with the

The company will also soon tear up

Kaimuki. 


A, statement recently .prepared by Mr. 


S. E. Damon, treasurer of the Hono- 
lulu Home for Incurables at Kaimuki, 
shows that the condition of that institu- 
tion, and the work done there are of 
a character that should commend Its 
value.to every man'and woman who 
has a heart for the sufferings of the un- 
fortunate. The Home for Incurables is 
one of those institutions, semi-public 
in character, for the maintenance of 
which the good people of Honolulu have 
long been noted. This reputation of 
Honolulu has traveled much farther 
abroad than most residents of tbe city 
are aware, perhaps. There is, In fact, 
no city of its sise In the United States i 
that does more and more intelligent 
charitable work than Honolulu. The 
fact is due to latitude, perhaps hi part, 
for people in warm climates are always 
warm hearted,—but it is due also to a. 
certain habit of charity that ta an in- 
heritance from tha time when Honolulu 
was much farther from everywhere 
than it is now..and when the presence 
of a man in %be community in anv 
kind <of distress became town talk and 
the town concern at once. The Hono- 
lulu people of the olden tunes did more 
than talk. 
They acted, hi a helpful 


way, and their sons and daughters nave 
inherited the trait. 


The Home for Incurables is located 


on the high lands at Kaimuki, where 
the air Is fresh and pure and where 
the unfortunates may have all the ad- 
vantage that can be secured from such 
a situation. There are eight buildings 
attached to the establishment, and 
these have been erected wtth a view 
singly to the use to which each is to 
be put. An improvement now in course 
of being carried out is a plan to iso- 
late consumptives in a ward to be fit- 
ted up for their exclusive use .in the 
top floor of the Administration build- 
ing. An effort has been made hereto- 
fore to Isolate people suffering 
from 


tuberculosis, but it has not met with 
the degree of success desired for the 
reason that there was no place where 
they could be kept entirely seprate 
from the balance of the patients.- The 
new-ward will remedy this, and make 
complete Isolation possible.. And. that 
will act for the good of all tbe patients 
in the Home.

Tbe report of Mr. Damon shows that 


for tbe period from September 1st to 
December 31st there were admitted to 
the Home a total of thirty-four pa- 
tients. These comprised Hawttilans, 
Europeans, Japanese, Chinese, South 
Sea Islanders, Porto RIcans and 
negroes, and the cost of their keep 
per day per patient was about fl.45. 
In the same period there .were Six 
deaths, in the hospital, and. the average 
number of patients for that jtiine -was 
eighteen. The Home has an endowment 
fund of $65,000, and the running ex- 
penses for the time covered in the re- 
port amounted to $2803,45. The report 
Itself, however, contains all the figures 
In the best possible mapner to their 
understanding by those who are Inter- 
ested in the work of the Home. It fol- 
lows:

HILO, April 24.—Hilo" Will celebrate 


the Fourth -of July this year with a 
program that should attract the biggest 
crowd ever entertained in the city. The 
great feature of the day will be the 
breaking of ground for the Hllo-Ko- 
hala railway. 


At a maas meeting, last 
Saturday 


night the people of Hilo made Philip 
Peck chairman of the fourth of July 
Committee on arrangements. In taking 
his seat Mr. Peck made a. short speech 
in which he stated that the promoters 
of that road had their affairs in such 
shape as to Justify the breaking of 
ground on July 4th. This announce- 
ment was greeted with an outburst of 
prolonged, applause. From that moment 
the plans for celebrating went forward 
with enthusiasm, and what might have 
been an off year in Hllo will be one of 
the most notable. 


Mr. Peck went on to say, that the 


money for constructing the road is in 
sight and that he goes to San Francleco 
May 8 to close the deal that means the 
construction of the road. 


RAILROAD MATTERS. 


P Peck received a cablegram yes- 


terday afternoon notifying him of the 
serious illness of his brother at San 
Francisco and telling him to come at 
once. _As a result Mr. Peck leaves to- 
day by the Klnau. 


It was Mr. Peck's intention to go to 


San Francisco early in May on railroad 
business and he said yesterday that his 
going" now would not affect this mat- 
ter except to expedite the closing of 
the deal. He anticipates being away 
not longer than a month or five weeks 
and now expects to return with mat-" 
ters in shape to let contracts for grad- 
ing —Tribune.

LABOR TROUBLES : 


ON BIG ISLAND 


A wireless telegram was received on 


Thursday by T. H. Davles & Co,, from 
he manager of Nlulil Plantation, Ha- 
waii, stating that nearly all the Japa- 
nese laborers on the plantation bad .quit 
work owing to the refusal of the man- 
ager to discharge the head luna at 
heir request 
The agents here had arranged for the 
ransportation by the steamer Helene 
n Thursday of about eighty new Jap- 
anese laborers recently arrived, in the 
islands, but on receipt of the message 
it waa decided to hold them over for 
a period until a settlement with the 
dissatisfied laborers had been effected, 
as the new ones might join the others. 
The matter was laid 
before Consul 


Salto, and that official courteously of- 
fered to go to Hawaii to fix things up. 
Consul Salto expressed his willingness 
to do this, not alone for th* company, 
but to preserve harmony among the 
great colony under his charge.

MORE RAINFALL 


DURING THE YEAR 


The anymnl report of Curtis J. Lyons, 


Territorial Meteorologist, 
shows ai 


extraordinary .increase in rainfall for 
the past year. In nearly every district 
the reported rainfall is more than 
double the normal, and at some of the 
stations the rainfall Is even more than 
twice the normal. 


The heaviest rainfall was at Lau- 


pahoehoe, on Hawaii, where the record 
was 272 Inches, as compared to 132 
Inches normal. 


On Oahu the heaviest rainfall was 


191 inches, at Luakaha, in Nuuanu 
valley, 128 inches being the normal:

The abundance and general appear- 


ance of the .scale Insects and their re- 
lated species in this Territory Is the 
result of gross carelessness Trees sent 
from one place to another or selected 
for planting In any instance should be 
carefully examined by one capable of 
recognizing the presence of a pest and 
if found to be infested should either be 
well cleaned or destroyed. Even an 
expert in the examination of any great 
number of plants cannot invariably de- 
tect the presence of -a pest In all ita 
different and variable forms but, to 
say the least, the danger from this 
source can be greatly lessened. Fur- 
thermore, not so much will depend on 
legislation afl on the effort of the In- 
dividual 
A man who is made to see 


in what way his industry Is threatened 
with destruction and led to understand 
the cause, does not need a legislative 
enactment to compel him to «eek a, 
remedy or take the necessary precau- 
tions to forestall the possible calamity.

Its food 
plants ^consist of all members of the 
family cucurbitacae. The fields were 
filled with melons in nearly all stages 
of development in a state of decay. 


The female fly by means of her 


ovipositor pierces the epidermis of the 
melon and deposits from fifteen to 
twenty eggs in the one Incision/ The 
very young melons are commonly at- 
tacked since then the skin or rind is 
more tender and more easily penetrated 
by the ovipositor. Eggs were found 
In melons varying In.size from time of 
setting to three inches In length. The 
larger Infested melons contained the 
larvae in stages more or less advanced. 
The melons continue to develop after 
the eggs have hatched and while the 
larvae are dfv? ".oping on the inside. 
Infested melons are as a rule doomed 
to decay but in some cases they resist 
the attack but even then the result ts 
a deformed product unfit for the mar- 
ket 
/ 


The work Is not confined to%the fruit 


bat the vines as well are found to be 
Infested by the larvae. 'The vines are 
especially subject to attack If the 
growth is abundant and succulent. It 
is a serious matter where the plant is 
attacked near the crown since then the 
entire plant is destroyed. If the weath- 
er Is wet then the vines rot readily 
after the injury. Am to the length of 
the life cycle of the Insect I can only 
say it is not more than three wcofei 
from the time the eggs are deposited 
If the conditions for development are 
favorable. 


After hatching from the egga the 


larvae burrow their way Into the melon 
feeding on the interior. When fully 
developed they leave the melon and en- 
ter the son beneath where they pupate, 
Issuing' later from th£ ground as an 
adult Insect. When removed from the 
melon the larvae have a peculiar mode 
of locomotion. They double themselves 
together and then suddenly etraighten 
out, throwing tbemseHes two or three 
feet This may be at much a matter 
of protection as locomotion The pupae 
were found in the moist soli beneath 
the Infeited melons at a depth of an 
Inch or so. The fly attacks all cucur- 
bits: water melons, musk melon* 
squashes and cucumbers 


The remedies thus far are entirely 


precautionary measures. More mn»t be 
learned tn regard to the time of appear- 
ance of the fly since some advantage 
may be gained by planting at a time 
the fly is lett In evidence. Since the 
list of food plant* It so varied not » 
great deal can be done In «ct*rmln«t- 
Ing it by cea»tng to plant for a time 
the crops which It attack*. The com-

Per- 
sonally I have my doubts but an opin- 
ion will not be given on this point un- 
til tests of its feasibility have been 
made. 
THE CANE BORER. 


During my first trip to Maul I made 


collections of the _cane borer, the larva 
of a beetle, sphenophorus obscurus, and 
bad no difficulty In finding specimens 
of the insect In all stages of develop- 
ment from the egg to-the adult 
The eggs were found beneath the 


epidermis of the stalk, having been 
placed singly In small cavities by the 
female, she having first made, prob- 
ably •nlth her proboscis, a hole for the 
purpose 
The specimens were taken 


from the Yellow Caledonian variety. 
The borer Is known to work more ex- 
tenshely In the softer varieties. 


The larvae on hatching from the egg 


bore on into the stalk of the cane, com- 
pletely honeycombing the Interior with 
tunnels running lengthwise. The evi- 
dence of their work Is not always In- 
dicated by the outward appearance- of 
the stalk. Many times a stalk seem- 
ingly In a normal condition Is found on 
examination to be entirely destroyed— 
rendered of no value since analysis does 
not show that the bodies of the larvae 
contain an^ihlgh per cent of sugar. 


The larvae when ready to pupate 


form about themselves, in the tunnels 
they have made in feeding, a cocoon 
from the fibre of the stalk. In this 
cocoon the cane borer transforms to 
the adult beetle. The adult or imago on 
Issuing from the cocoon bores its way 
through the side of the stalk to the ex- 
terior. The beetles are night flying and 
hide during the day down in the inner 
side of the lower leaves. 


Cane In a succulent condition, that is, 


cane which has received an abundant 
supply of water by irrigation or where 
the rainfall is plentiful, suffers most 
from the work of the borer. Growers 
ha\ e noticed that Ihe beetle is not so 
much In evidence during a dry season j 
The borers occur in the. largest num- 
bers In the -young cane and the suckers 
are Infested to a much greater degree 
than the stalks. (The borer always oc- 
curs in the largest numbers in the 
\Iclnlty of the track used to haul the 
cane to the mill. This la no doubt ac- 
countable in a great 'measure for the 
spread of the borer from one fle'd to 
another where the cane is hauled any 
distance to the mill The larvae -work? 
In the lower portion of the stalk and 
It is probable that often the stumps left 
In the field after cutting are infested 
with the borer 


Hon H P. Baldwin states that to hli 


personal knowledge the beetle «-n.s In 
the Islands In the vicinity of Lat>s,ma 
as early as 1865. It was hot described 
until 1SS8 when in August specimens of 
Infested cane were forwarded to the

The burning of tb« truth after the 


cutting of tb» can* seecis to be the 
mott effectual tnetbod of keeping the 


borers in check. There is always a de- 
cided increase in the number of borers 
where the cane fields are not burned 
over. The fields should not only be 
burned over but all unbnrned stalks 
and stumps left In the fields, especially 
near growing cane and along the tracko 
used in carrying the cane to the mills, 
should be gathered and burned. It 
would be necessary to pile them,to- 
gether with wood in order to complete- 
ly burn them but the cost of the ma- 
terial to burn them would be money 
well invested. 


The burning of all the trash in this 


way and care In the selection of seed 
cane would undoubtedly keep this pest 
In check were it not for the fact that 
thp cane does not all mature at the 
same time. 
One crop' is \)elng har- 


vested while alongside it is a field in 
which the cane Is only half grown. The 
suggestion might be made that an ex- 
cess of water in irrigation should not be 
practiced since this brings about one 
condition which favors the develop- 
ment of the borer. 


Next came a paper from L. G. Kel- 


logg on the "Importance of Irrigation 
In Hawaii" His paper was short, but 
to the point. In effect, speaking of irri- 
gation at Wahlawa, his conclusions 
that the best crops to be raised there

The United States transport Sumner 


which la reported to have sailed a few 
days since from San Francisco for Ma 
nlla via Honolulu, en route to New 
York via the Suez Canal, will probably 
rarry from Manila to Spain one of th<

.the hold of an American ship

nlla bay by Dewey on May 1, 1898, was 
floated on April J2, the 
skeletons o: 


about eighty of her crew were fount 
in the bulk. One skeleton Is believed 
to have been that of an officer, as a 
sword was lying by its side. Capt 
Couden, who was here about a year 
ago In command of an American war- 
ship, took charge of the remains and 
Intended giving them an American 
naval funeral. The Spanish residents 
of Manila objected, and expressed a de- 
sire to have the skeletons shipped to 
Spain for interment. As the request 
will doubtless be granted,*the trans- 
port Sumner may be assigned to the 
duty of conveying them to Spain as 
the vessel has to pass through the 
Straits of Gibraltar in order to cross 
the Atlantic to New York. If this pro- 
gram Is carried out the remains will 
reach Cadiz in July.
